The adv ices indicate tha t Serb ia 
is in open rev olt aga in st Italo- 
G erm an rule, and tha t the disor­ 
ders in N orw ay and Czechoslo­ 
v akia hav e ap p roached a v irtual 
sta te of rev olt.

ECRETARY Morgenthau’s proposal to 
limit corporation profits to 6 percent 
during the indefinite emergency now exist­ 
ing is a business bombshell. 
It is realized 
that there must be heavy taxes, but noth­ 
ing like this was expected. 
Under the recently enacted tax bill the 
excess profits rates range from 35 to 60 
percent. 
By the invested capital method 
the rate would begin to apply on earnings 
above 8 percent. 
As a result of the 
Treasury proposal, public thinking on this 
problem is now confused and business is 
alarmed. 
Nearly everybody will agree that heav­ 
ier tax rates than usual are now neces­ 
sary, to cover as much of the war expenses 
as possible by current federal income. 
It 
is hard to say where the danger line is— 
that depends a good deal on public senti­ 
ment and business feeling. 
The factor of 
patriotic sacrifice must be considered now 
along with normal business standards. But 
there is probably a point where human 
nature and economics will rebel at sacri­ 
fice. where taxation will kill the business 
goose that lays the golden egg. 
This is not a case for hasty action, hut 
one 
which 
requires thorough discussion 
from every angle. 


CHILDREN AND RADIO 


EDUCATORS 
and 
parents have been 
working hard at the problem of radio 
programs for children. 
Groups have been 
formed to study them. 
There are voluble 
complaints against so-called juvenile pro­ 
grams which are too blood-curdling, and 
against bed-time story hours that are more 
likely to give the children nightmares than 
lull them to sleep. Crusades have been or­ 
ganized to correct such evils. Broadcasters 
are anxious to do the right thing, but dis­ 
couraged fro rn exerting much initiative by 
the arguments raging around the whole 
subject.

Only a very bold person would dare to 
hint that this may reveal strange things 
about what adults like.

ASHINGTON— One of the early prero­ 
gatives given to members of Congress 
by the Founding Fathers was the right to 
send their mail at public expense. 
This 
was a privilege granted for the purpose of 
enlightening the electorate regarding their 
acts in Congress, to defend themselves and 
also, of course, to help in the afl-important 
job of getting re-elected. 
This privilege has continued — and 
rightfully so — up to the present, even 
though a similar privilege is denied the 
men in the army camps, who appreciate 
mail more than almost anything else. 
Last 
week, 
however, an FBI truck 
hacked up to an office on Rhode Island 
Avenue, previously exposed in this column 
as having Nazi connections, and carted a 
batch of documents down to the Justice 
Department. 
In that truckload were the franked en­ 
velopes of various Senators and Congress­ 
men, including the late Senator Lundeen of 
Minnesota; Senator Nye of North Dakota; 
Senator Worth Clark of Idaho, now inves­ 
tigating the movies; Representative Day of 
Illinois; Representative Sweeney of Ohio: 
Representative Tinkham of Massachusetts; 
and ex-Representative Thorkelson of Mon­ 
tana. 
These envelopes contained speeches of 
the various Congressmen, but the envel­ 
opes were unaddressed. In other words, the 
gentlemen who possesed this 
cherished 
privilege of free franking, had permitted 
it to he delegated to a Nazi-supported or­ 
ganization which could decide where tho 
propaganda should be sent. 
This incident emphasizes a situation 
frequently exposed in this column, wherein 
certain Congressmen have passed along 
their franking privilege. 
At meetings of 
the Christian Mobilizers. American Des­ 
tiny Party and other groups the franked 
envelopes and addresses of Nye, Wheeler, 
Reynolds and others were passed out free, 
to be addressed and sent “ to a friend.” 


FRANKED SUPPLIES ON HAND 
The Steuben Society’s Unit No. 55 held 
a meeting in New York on June 18, and 
on June 13 it issued a letter to “ D ear Steu- 
benites,” uring them to come to the meet­ 
ing.

“ At this meeting excerpts from

F rank 
Whaley and Eddie Gall, b oth of 
the 
Hillsb oro camp, have

stationed at the grounds to place 
the b uildings in order when the 
b oys move in, 
“We're all set for 
them on Wednesday,” Mr. Whaley 
said. 
Construction company employes 
completed the five b uildings two 
weeks ago, b ut another b uilding

The cam p, consisting of five 
buildings, built by the A ller Con­ 
struction Com pany of Columbus, 
will be occupied by boys selected 
from CCC cam ps for th eir m e­ 
chanical ability. 
They will work 
as apprentices a t the CCC Cen­ 
tral R epair Shop a t Clinton and 
H alf Avenue. 
G overnm ent officials visited the 
grounds M onday for a final in­ 
spection and told those stationed 
there th a t they could expect the 
boys 
on 
W ednesday. 
F ran k 
W haley and Eddie Gall, both of 
the H illsboro cam p, have been 
stationed a t the grounds to place 
the buildings in order when the 
boys move in. 
“W e’re all set for 
them on W ednesday,” Mr. W haley 
said. 
Construction com pany em ployes 
com pleted the five buildings tw o 
weeks ago, but another building 
m ay be erected by the boys them ­ 
selves when 
they arrive. 
The 
building will 
provide additional 
wash-room facilities. 
L avatory facilities a t the bath 
bouse, located a t the extrem e east 
end of the camp, include four 
show ers w ith hot and cold w ater. 
A nother show er is located in the 
officers quarters. 
Ba Tracks R cad\ 
The barracks, 150 feet long and 
20 feet wide, also along the east 
side, will be the sleeping q u arte rs 
for the boys. 
A row of tw enty- 
five beds will run along each side 
of the building. 
The school building, w here the 
boys wall be trained in m echani­ 
cal science, has been built w ith a 
concrete foundation to w ithstand I 
the w eight of heavy tools and m a­ 
chinery w'hich will be m oved in. 
The north end of the school will 
include the c lass room s and tool 
rooms. 
A g arage is constructed 
on the south end of the building. 
The other buildings include the 
officers’ quarters, a 20 by 30 foot 
stru ctu re along the north side of 
the grounds and the m ess hall, 120 
feet long and 30 feet wide, near 
the center. 
A special dining room 
for the officers has been built 
on the south end of the hall. 
Two officers, a captain and a 
lieutenant, will be in charge of the 
cam p. 
The young m echanics will 
be under stric t arm y discipline 
and will live under a schedule set 
up by their superior officers.
